P R O M O T IN G H A R M O N Y . 


T h e 1’o p e M a k e s a S tro n g A ppeal to the 
G e rm a n B i-h o p s. 


R o m e , May 1st.—The Pope has redeemed 
bts promise to inaugurate world-wide so­ 
cial reform movements, which he made at 
the audience extraordinary giveu t - ;he 
Herald week belore last, 
lie said that he 
would at once grapple with social disorder 
and African slavery. 
L e o X llI has begnu 
this tremendous task by writing a power­ 
ful appeal to ibt- German Bishops, urging 
them to at once begin a crusade in defense 
of society and civilization againsi the re­ 
volutionary spirit of socialism. 
The Pope declares that he does not ig­ 
nore the vast daugeis and difficulties w ith 
which the social question has surrounded 
the Bishops. 
He savs tbat he has daepiy 
rtfleeted ou the causts and the true reme­ 
dies. 
He declares his intention to give 
tuem all the aid in his power to solve the 
great question of the time—’.he succor ot 
the pour toilers. 
The Pope asserts tha; the 
Church's part in the work of relieving the 
situation will be more im portant than that 
ot civil governments, because the divine 
force adherent in religion will turn men 
willingly to just and honest ends. 
The Pope says: “ In order that the action 
of the cbnrch may be more effective the 
times require that ail of the means placed 
in its hands should be put into operation, 
their united force working for one sole pur­ 
pose, :o lessen the gravity of the evil. 
Above all things it is our duty to seek with 
patience and assiduity to induce the people 
to correct their habits ami to aceu-tom 
themselves to conform their public and 
private life to the doctrine and example of 
Christ. 
“ It would be weil if in the questions 
which are agitating the various classes the 
precepts of justice and charity are not vio­ 
lated, and that the differences which arise 
might be settled by the paternal ar.d au­ 
thoritative intervention of holy priests. 
They should endeavor to render the dis­ 
comforts of their present life more toler­ 
able to the poor, ami the church should 
not serve as a fomenier of cupidity or ex­ 
travagance to acquire treasures more pre­ 
cious in heaven." 
At this point the Pope praises the indus­ 
try and piety of the Germans, who have 
opened schools aud work houses for the 
education of poor children of both sexes 
and founded pious congregations, which all 
tend to hold the working people to good 
customs. 
The 
pontiff calls upon 
the 
Bishops of Germany to co operate with the 
priests and the people in the extension of 
these institutions, especially in imiu«lry 
and art centers. 
“ If these things are done according to 
our desires,” says the Pope, “there will be 
good reason to congratnlu'e the Bi: hops of 
Germany for workiug to their utmost tor 
public tranquillity and the good of civiliza­ 
tion.” 
In conclusion, the Pope exhorts th« Ger­ 
man Bishops to prepare the priests to tight 
slavery iu Africa.

He said the attacks on the meas­ 
ure, though violent in form, were hesitating 
in substance. 
H e criticised Gladstone’s, 
H arcourt’s and Purnell’s objections. 
He 
approved of Parnell's proposal in favor of 
fining down rents, provided the scheme be 
distinctly subordinated to the main scheme 
for establishing peasant owners, and that 
the tenants where rents are fined down be 
permanent. 
The Irish members had been 
rich iu projects ior dealing with the property 
of the landlords, but could they point to a 
single bill really dealing with the viiai dif­ 
ficulties iu the congested districts. [Cheeis ) 
Tbe Government dealt with the difficulty 
of congestion in good faith. 
The plans 
should have been met by the opposition in 
a fair spirit. 
Referring to Chamberlain’s idea tbat the 
local authorities ought to be given regu­ 
lative powers over the contracts bill, Bal­ 
four adm itted ihat if Ireland was in a nor­ 
m al condition it would be desirable to as­ 
sociate the county councils in the great 
work iu which the Imperial Parlintent of 
England was engaged. But was Ireland 
in a normal condition? [Parnellitecheers.) 
The local authorities in inanv parrs of Ire­ 
land worked as mnch on political lines a3 
the Irish members did. If it suited them 
to misuse the efforts o ' the National Gov­ 
ernm ent and abuse its liberality, could 
they be depended noon to carry out the de­ 
sign of Parliam ent? 
Regarding the endangering of British 
credit, he cintended that the measure ob­ 
viated all risks. 
In concluding, he urged 
that the bill had special merits. 
Taken as 
a whole, the bill was a great boon to Ire­ 
land. such as she never could confer upon 
hereelf, and never could get except Loin 
the pany now in power. 
If the opposition 
would forget the political contest and ask 
themselves whether they were likely to 
find a scheme materially better, they would 
aid íd the great work which the Govern­ 
ment, w ithout party purpose, had taken in 
band. 
[Cheers ] 
Sexton (Nationalist) said tbe bill was a 
landlord measure. 
It was a betrayal of the 
country. 
[Hear! hear!] 
H e warned the 
Government class cf tenants purchasing 
under the bill.

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K em ler, the New York murderer, has 
been saved for a time from electrical exe­ 
cution by the intervention of a writ of 
habeas corpus sworn out by some one who 
did not even know him and had not com­ 
municated with him. Presumably the 
new activity in behalf of the murderer is 
prompted by the electrical companies, 
which have in the past manifested so 
much anxiety to have the new means of 
executing declared cruel and unusual. The 
Court granting the writ has set the hear­ 
ing at so distant a day as June 17th. Why 
the hearing was thus postponed it is diffi­ 
cult to understand. The issuance of the 
writ of habeas corpus is a summary pro­ 
ceeding and intended to be a speedy and 
a last process. When, therefore, six weeks 
and more are interposed between its issu­ 
ance and the hearing upon it, it is an un­ 
usual thing and excites inquiry why this 
was done. The grounds upon which the 
writ was asked are that the punishment 
to be indicted is cruel and unusual, and 
therefore in conflict with the Federal 
Constitution. But these points have al­ 
ready been passed upon by a competent 
tribunal and decided adversely to the 
claim made. But there is added another 
reason in which there is more strength— 
to wit: that the delegation to an execu­ 
tive officer of the power to fix the date of 
the execution is the transfer of a judicial 
function of which the Court could not dis­ 
possess itself. Upon that question the bar 
of the country will divide. We confess 
that it is one of grave doubt, and it may 
turn out that the objection is well taken. 
I t is said that a bill is before a Con­ 
gressional committee for the disfranchise­ 
ment of Mormons, and that it is likely to 
l»e reported favorably. This is an error. 
No committee will ever report 6uch a bill, 
since no committee wishes to wear the cap 
and bells. Any such measure would be 
held to be unconstitutional, and should be. 
Clearly it would be as competent to pass a 
law disfranchising all Methodists, all 
Catholics or all Presbyterians. The guar­ 
antee of the right to worship God accord­ 
ing to the dictates of conscience, witnin 
the necessary regulations of law for the 
jveace and safety of the jteople, is invio­ 
lable. The revivalist may shout, the 
Mormon preach and the Salvationists 
recruit with fife and drum, but no law will 
I>e tolerated that by title will disfranchise 
any man because of his entertainment of 
any particular religions belief. It is a 
totally diflerent thing, however, when a 
specific crime is named in the law, and its 
commission forbidden. Thus, the practice 
of polygamy is prohibited, and those who 
offend under the law may be excluded 
from the exercise of the elective franchise 
as a punishment, and as a warning to 
others, and such people may be designated 
for description’s sake by the religious title 
in part. But it is absurd to think 
that Congress will attempt to pass a law 
punishing any one for entertaining a 
religious belief. When that is done the 
liberties of the people will be effectually 
undermined. 
Some time ago an Eastern firm offered 
a premium for the solution of the storage 
battery problem. Signal Service Chief 
Greely replied to the offer that the great­ 
est need of the age is an economic storage 
battery, but that its construction is im­ 
possible. Now, however, we have news 
that a Detroit inventor named Woodward 
has discovered just what General Greely 
pronounced undiscoverable. 
So much 
confidence is expressed in the invention 
that a syndicate with nearly a half-million 
of capital stock has been formed to build 
the battery and motor, and to locate ex­ 
tensive works for that purpose in Chicago. 
We are told that tests made on street rail" 
ways in Detroit demonstrated the value 
and economy of the invention, and that 
in that city the economic propulsion of 
street cars by electricity delivered from 
storage batteries is now deemed a fixed 
fact, and that the days of the “horse-car” 
are numbered. Let us hope that this news 
is verity. If the economic storage battery 
has been discovered, certainly the propul­ 
sion of light vehicles by steam and ani­ 
mals is at an end; the matter will not 
stop there, but the new motor will sup­ 
plant other motive power in all cases 
where light machinery is to be operated. 
As a result manufacturing will receive a 
new impetus, and the small manufacturer 
will find himself able to conduct business 
at greatly lessened cost and augmented 
advantage. Such a result has in it most 
important outcomes for all the people. 
T he Government Iuspector on our 
southern border reports to the Washington 
authorities that the means of entry across 
the border are so many and the line so 
long that with the present force at com­ 
mand it is impossible to prevent Chinese 
from crossing from Mexico into this State. 
The business of shipping Chinese to Cali­ 
fornia via Mexicj is reported officially to 
be very large and profitable, and that it is 


backed by much capital. There is, then, j 
but one thing to do, and that is to employ j 
sufficient force to guard the whole line of j 
the border. The United States ought to 
piove that it has the capacity and the 
will to enforce its laws, and to show to 
the lawless that they cannot defy the Fed­ 
eral authority with impunity. The only 
trouble is that to put a sufficient force 
on the line will involve such great cost 
that Congress may have to be called upon 
for a special bill authorizing it. In that 
case we shall have the Chinese question 
to fight over again, as it is certain that 
those opposed to restriction will not per 
mit such a measure to pass Congress 
without a long and bitter struggle. 


T he iconoclasts propose to leave us 
nothing evidently of the romantic tradi­ 
tions of history. Brunhild they declare a 
myth, Boadicia another, and the sacrifice 
of Joan d’Arc a fable. They insist that 
there is absolutely no truth in the story 
that Raleigh spread his cloak for Eliza­ 
beth’s feet; they aver that Mary Queen of 
Scots was a homely woman, and that the 
heroism of the Maid of Saragossa is a fable. 
Coming to our own country they assail the 
reputation of Pocahontas, strip from Bar 
bara Freitchie the honor of waving the 
flag in Fredericktown, and scout the idea 
of Sheridan having made any such 
tragic ride as he is credited with. But 
for all this the people will cling to the 
old stories for love of the romantic in 
them ; besides, the iconoclasts have made 
out their case no stronger than do the lov­ 
ers of the traditions rude hands seek to de­ 
stroy. But there is one romantic story 
that has lovingly dwelt in millions of 
hearts that really does seem to be on the 
verge of ruin. Pipe-Major McKellar says 
the pipers who accompanied the Seventy- 
eighth Regiment to the relief of Lucknow 
did not sound a note as the column ap­ 
proached. Therefore Jessie Brown could 
not have heard the pipes, and the romance 
of the relief, so far as Jessie's hearing “The 
Campbells are Coming” is concerned, must 
be abandoned. It may be that McKellar 
is correct in his statement, hut so pretty a 
story should not be overthrown upon the 
testimony of a single witness, and hence 
the world should discredit the veracity of 
the old Pipe-Major ; indeed, if for nothing 
more than coming in after all these years 
of silence to “smash” a cherished tale, and 
rudely attempt to destroy our faith in the 
lovely Scottish story that is so rich in 
poetic feeling, the old Major should be 
voted devoid of truth.

A p le a is being made for the erection 
at the National Capital of a monument to 
the memory of the Army of the Potomac- 
We shall not cease to believe that full 
credit has not in the thought of the peo­ 
ple been accorded that army. It stood for 
four years between the National Capital 
and the boldest and best front of the Con­ 
federate strength, and, as the petitioners 
recite, it saved the Capital and thus possi­ 
bly determined the fate of the Union. It 
fought from Gettysburg on the north to 
Appomattox on the south, and left in 
soldiers’ graves or the hospital for the 
wounded more than a hundred thousand of 
the best sons of the Union. It is fitting 
that there should be erected some memorial 
pile to show that such a grand army ex­ 
isted, and what its victories and services 
were. True, history will do it justice in 
full, but there should be erected something 
suggestive to the eye in honor of the 
Army of the Potomac, and the monument 
should rise in the heart of the city it de­ 
fended. 


C aptain Thomes, the President of 
the California Pioneers of New England, 
who are now visiting the State, echoed 
the expression of all the members of the 
party while they were in this city when 
he said to the Pioneers of San Francisco 
on Tuesday that full credit had never 
been given at the East to the work of 
Californians in building this empire of 
the republic upon the shores of the Paci­ 
fic. The nation has not fully recognized 
the part California has taken in the up­ 
building of the country as it should have 
done. Captain Thomes well said: 
\ou men who founded a great State deserve 
the homage of the world. Your work has filled 
our eyes with wonder. We have watched your 
progress with anxious eyes for many vears, and 
will for many years to come. But for the firm 
reliance we placed in you when ihe Union was 
threatened, it would have been destroved. Your 
gold saved the Union. You have never had the 
credit you deserve, and if I was in Congress I 
would vote to cancel the railway debt and give 
you all you ask. 


I t is said that the Emperor of Germany 
is about to take a trip to tnis country in a 
yacht now under construction for the pur­ 
pose. We doubt the truth of the story. 
But, assuming it to be true, certain circles 
are debating how the Emperor should be 
received in a republic. The answer ought 
to spring to the lips of every one—simply 
as any other distinguished official of a 
friendly nation ought to be received—with 
no ceremonial such as would prevail in a 
monarchy nor yet with that democratic 
coldness that would offend a power with 
which we are at peace. 


T h ere is great danger that Mr. Saxton 
will reform all the reform ont of his ballot 
hill in order to meet the demands of that 
modem obstructionist, Governor Hill, of 
New York. He has now submitted a bill 
providing for as many official ballots as 
there are parties in the field. Thus the 
voter will go into the polling booth with a 
whole armful of bailóte. Only confusion 
can result from such a provision. It will 
defeat the whole scheme of the reform bv 
overloading it; that is precisely what the 
enemies of the new system wish. 


LIBERATED FB0M JAIL. 
Pardon to A. P. 
Th« Governor Grant* a 
Gipson. 
A pardon was issued yesterday to A. P. 
Gipson, alias “Sandy” Gipson, convicted in 
Shasta county in May, 1878, of murder in 
the first degree, and sentenced to imprison­ 
ment for life. In granting the pardon, the 
Governor says: 
“I have made a careful examination of 
an abstract of the testimony submitted at 
the trial, and in my opinion it is insuffi­ 
cient to establish Gipson's guilt. 
“In this conclusion I am upheld by Judge 
Aaron Bell, of Shasta county, who states 
that the main evidence against Gipson was 
given by one Hiltbrandr, who was con­ 
victed as an accomplice in the crime, and 
afterwards made affidavit to the effect that 
he swore falsely at the trial &Dd that Gip­ 
son was not present when the crime was 
committed, nor was he a party to its con­ 
ception. and a Mrs. Reynolds, whose repu­ 
tation for truth and veracity was decidedly 
questionable. Her testimony was to the 
effect that Gipson, in confidence, made the 
statement to her that he had done the 
killing, which is a very improbable story. 
“Both Ilillbrandt and Tom Gipson, an­ 
other accomplice, were pardoned after hav­ 
ing served but a few years of their sen­ 
tences. the former by Governor Sloneman, 
in 1885. and the latier by Governor Per­

THREE OF THEM IE TROUBLE DOWN 
AT THE BAY. 


Clarence Sanborn’s Queer Patent Agency 
—Commissioner Tobin, and Young 
Jim Coflroth 


About a year ago the Federal Grand 
Jury in 8an Francisco indicted Clarence 
Sanborn for using the mails for improper 
purposes, and his trial is now in progress 
in Jndge Hoffman’s Court, before a jury. 
Sanborn resided here a few years ago, and 
was a clerk in the office of A*. A. Cook, the 
architect. 
It appears that Sanborn, bis brother Sam­ 
uel, and another person were the origin­ 
ators of the Pioneer and Globe Patent 
Agencies, with offices in San Francisco. 
Their alleged victims consisted of persons 
who had patents, and 8anborn & Brother 
would correspond with them and obtain a 
$20 fee from each on the claim that they 
had found purchasers. After seenring the 
money all correspondence ceased with the 
inventor, and his $20 passed into the hands 
of the advertisers. In Coart, W. R. Ful­ 
lerton, the clerk of Sanborn, aud the one 
who wrote the descriptive circnlars, was 
called as a witness by the prosecution. 
His testimony was very damaging to the 
defendant. 
Fullerton stated that the business con- 
dncra by the Sanborns and their partner 
was known as the “Pioneer Patent 
Agency.” In the latter part of 1888 the 
principals of the agency deaired him to 
pose as a capitalist for the concern, and 
to be known as the party who would buy 
the patenta. This he refused to do. It 
was stated to the witDess by the defendant 
that the daD ger of being prosecuted for 
victimizing persons was not great, as the 
money collected would be from poor per­ 
sons and those who lived in places situated 
in the East, and they would not come out 
to prosecute, but would consider their $20- 
piece lost. The witness was not in love 
with the Sanborns, bnt had no prejudice 
against them. 
‘ 
Fullerton stated that he was arrested for 
grand larceny in 18S8, at the instance of 
Clarence Sanborn, but the charge was dis­ 
missed. The papers Fullerton wrote were 
descriptive of the patents the firm were al­ 
leged to have. They were highly colored. 
He also wrote, nnderSanborn’s instruction, 
some very scorrilous circulars about a man 
named John Dixon, also a patent-agency 
person, and a man named Serf, in Cincin­ 
nati. They were sent broadcast over the 
United States by Sanborn. For the work 
he performed for the Sanborns he was paid 
a regular salary. 
The published statement in the circulars 
about Mr. Dixon the witness found after­ 
ward to be false, but they were written at 
the time on Sanborn's representing the 
statement to be true. He was in the em­ 
ploy of the Sanborns part of the year 1886, 
all of 1887 and part of 1888. In 1887 the 
the Sanborns, witness said, also proposed a 
blackmailing scheme which Fullerton 
would not go into. 
TOBIN’S BLUNDER. 
The Labor Commissioner Runs Against 
the Wrong Customer. 
J. J. Tobin, formerly of this city, and at 
present State Labor Commissioner, is be­ 
ing severely criticised by some of the San 
Francisco papers. It seems that a few 
days since he caused the arrest of a glove- 
maker named G. A. Moss on a charge of 
not complying with the law requiring em­ 
ployers of women in stores to provide seats 
for them when not engaged in waiting on 
customers. 
Moss went into Court and swore that his 
place is provided with seats, as required 
by law. He said that a man called at his 
place and acted in an insolent manner, re­ 
fused to give his name and made a partial 
exploration of the store. He afterward 
learned it was Tobin. 
The latter failed to appear in Court to 
prove his charge, and the case was about 
to be dismissed, when Moss objected. He 
said he could prove that hia store had 
seats, as required by law, and insisted on 
his right to do so. He added that he did 
not consider himself obliged to answer the 
questions of every unknown person who 
comes into his place in a condition that 
prevents him from being civil and gentle­ 
manly. An officer was sent after Tobin, 
bat he could not find him, and the case 
went over. 
INTERFERED IN A BRAWL. 
The Son of ’’Jim ’* Coflrotli Gets Arrested 
for an Alleged Robbery. 
James W. Coffroth, son of the noted 
lawyer and politician of that name, who 
died here many years ago, got into an em­ 
barrassing “scrape” in San Francisco the 
other night. The young gentleman—who 
is Secretary of the Supreme Court Justices— 
was on his way home rather late at night, 
in company with a friend, when they 
encountered a couple of drunken men 
fighting. Being acquainted with them, the 
young men interfered and separated them. 
The next day one of the fighters swore 
out warrants against Coffroth and his 
friend, claiming that in the struggle they 
“went through” him aud stole his watch. 
This charge Coffroth and his friend deny 
most strenuously. They admit that their 
accuser may have lost his watch in the 
sen Hie, but are indignant that they should 
be charged with having stolen it.

THE PAINE BREAK. 


A H u m b o ld t 
C ounty 
C on tractor W ill 
P a r tia lly C lose It. 
James Simpson, of Humboldt county, a 
gentleman who has had experience in such 
work, has entered into a contract with 
Major Heuer, of the Government Engineer­ 
ing Corps, to partially close the break in 
the Yolo levee at the Paine ranch, through 
which the major portion of the volume of 
water in the Sacramento river now passes 
into the Yolo tale basin. 
Mr. Simpson’s contract, it is understood, 
calls for 2,700 cubic yards ot brush mat­ 
tress to be laid across the break in the 
levee, between two rows o í piles. These 
are to be twelve feet apart, one on the inner 
and the other on the outer side of the line 
of the levee. Upon this brush sill are to 
be laid 10,000 sacks of sand or earth, to 
hold it in place. Some 350 piles will be 
required for the two rows to be driven. 
It is calculated that about thirty days 
will be required in which to complete the 
work. This brush and rows of sacks will 
not, of course, raise the levee to the sur­ 
face of the water, but are expected to hold 
the main body of water in the river chan­ 
nel, so that it may scour out the bar that 
has formed below the break. It is sup­ 
posed to be the intention of Major H euer 
to let another contract later on for the 
completion of the work. 
The work will probably be commenced 
w ithin a week. Mr. Simpson, the con­ 
tractor, has been here and examined the 
scene of operations preparatory to bring­ 
ing his m aterial from San Francisco.

C h i c a g o , May 1st.— It now appears •evi­ 
dent that the number of strikes here will 
not be nearly so numerous as was antici­ 
pated. Representatives of the Federation 
of Labor have been busy among the dis­ 
contented workmen during the past week 
doing their best to allay the strike, and 
with apparent good success. 
They have 
been askiDg all trades to lay aside their 
grievances till the-carpenters get their de­ 
mands all over the country. 
Itlso k s now 
as if there o d I v will be a lew sporadic 
strikes here and there, and that none of 
the city’s great industries will he tied up. 
So many are out to take part in the parade 
or witness it, that it is impossible to ac­ 
curately state the number who will refuse 
to go to work *o-morrow. Up to noon not 
the slightest trouble ta s boon reported 
from any quarter, and tiie police do not an ­ 
ticipate any. 
Ai: OBOEBLT PARADE. 
May Day, with its demonstration bp or- 
ganiced labor in behalf oí eight hears’ 
work for dg?y, has coisie and gone, and the 
predictions of riot aad bloodshed and an 
almost universal strike has not been real­ 
ized. Labor indeed was in a great m eas­ 
ure suspended, but these who dropped 
their tools for the day did not d« so for 
the purpose of taking upeticks and paving 
stones and indulging in-rietous demonstra­ 
tions. Thousands of them qnit work for 
the day to march in the great parade and 
xnany thousands made it a holiday. 
It was an orderly, -good-natured crowd 
and an orderly parade. T he marching line 
was about four miles long. Itoociipied two 
hours in passing a given point and the 
number of men in line is estimated at 
about-30,000. 
The carpenters, who have been placed 
by the American ¡Federation of Labor in 
thevan of the -eight-hour movement, led 
the demonstration. They had about 6,000 
men in line, including three Assemblies of 
tbe Knights of Labor. They were followed 
by 3,000 stone-masons and bricklayers. 
Then came delegations from' {he Unions of 
printers, metal workers andmolders. These 
were followed by a dozen German turner 
societies, forming the 
second division. 
Kext marched the furniture workers, cabi­ 
netmakers, carriage and wagon-builders, 
cigarmakers, boilermakers, rattan workers 
and harnessmakers. 
Many of the trades escorted in their 
ranks gaudily-decorated -floats on which 
were realistic representations of members 
oi their craft pursuing their daily occupa­ 
tions. 
There were bricklayers building 
a miniature bouse, boilermakers pounding 
with frightful noise, coopers working on 
huge casks, carpenters, stonecutters and 
many similar exhibitions. 
One of the features of the procession was 
the enormous number of banners and mot­ 
toes carried. Among the many mottoes 
were the following: “Arbitration is our 
motto;” “Down with monopoly;” “No car­ 
penters, no houses;” “'Eight hours and ar­ 
bitration is a just demand;” “ We live by 
labor, not by war;" "W hen arbitration is 
compulsory strikes will cease;” “Child la­ 
bor should not be on the bench or in shop, 
but in the school:” "Eight hours for work, 
■eight hours for sleep, and eight hours to do 
what we will.” 
The line of march was crowded with 
people, who cheered the marchers and 
mottoes. After parading through some of 
the principal streets on the West Side, they 
marched over to the South Side and to 
Lake Front Park, where the following 
speakers 
addressed 
tbe vast audience: 
Charles Sieb. of Cigarmakers Union; Judge 
Richard K. Pendergast, R. J. Cowdrey, W. 
H . Kliver and Congressman Lawler. 
Each ot the speakers dwelt upon the 
eight-hour qnestion. and at the conclusion 
of Lawler's speech three cbeers and tiger 
were given with-a will for the striking car­ 
penters, and the meeting adjourned. 
There were no strikes at the stock yards 
to-day. Calmer council prevailed, and the 
men will try peaceful agitation. The car­ 
penters’ situation is nearly settled with tbe 
new bosses’ association, and the men will 
return to work soon. 
Tbe strike agaiDst 
old master carpenters and builders will be 
pushed with vigor. 
HO TROUBLE AT DENVER. 
D e n v er, May 1st.—Three labor demon­ 
strations took place here to-day. The car­ 
penters have been working only eight 
hours for several months, and a strike is 
not anticipated, as there is no cause for 
dissatisfaction. 
There will be a grand 
labor parade on next Sunday. 
.IN -MINNESOTA. 
M in * « a jo u € , May 1st.—There will be no 
parade to-day, but an open-air meeting 
will be held by the workmen to-night. 
Most of the independent trades have al­ 
ready received reduced hours. About the 
only movement for a reduction is by the 
plumbers, who take a holiday to-day and 
will demand eight hours and an advance 
in wages for second-class men. 
St. P a u l, May 1st.—There was no labor 
demonstration here to-day, and no strike 
is anticipated, except the tailors, which 
has nothing to do with the eight-hour 
movement. The carpenters are perfecting 
an organization, and will await the result 
of the Chicago contest. 
Hf WISCONSIN. 
M ilw a u k ee , May 1st.—Tbe carpenters 
have demanded eight hours' work with 
eight hours’ pay. While master carpenters 
have declined to grant tbe demand as a 
body, individual members are left to do so, 
and many have complied, so the strikes, if 
any, will be against single individuals. In 
such cases the masons and bricklayers will 
go out with them. Tbe latter already have 
eight hours. There will be no parade to­

B e r lin , May 
1st. — Quiet 
continues 
throughout the city. Tbe streets bear a 
normal appearance, in consequence either 
of notices issued by employers threatening 
the discharge of employes who absented 
themselves from work to take part in tbe 
labor demonstration or apathy of the men 
themselves. 
The Loewe factory, a large establish­ 
ment, began work this morning with a 
nearly fuli lorce, there being but fifteen 
absentees of all tbe hands employed. At 
Fristsr & Rossman’s sewing machine fac­ 
tory, another large concern, only five failed 
to report for work. A large number of per­ 
sons, however, are making the day a holi­ 
day, visiting Grubewald and other su b ­ 
urban resorts. 
ALL SEEEKE. 
B e r lin , May 1st.— 
p. m.—Nothing of 
cn outward character has yet ococrred in 
connection wiih 
the demonstration by 
workingmen -except tbe arrest of one man 
detected in the act of hoisiing a red flag. 
Work is proceeding in the usual manner in 
Muns'.er, Wiesbaden, Strassonrg. Nurem- 
bourg, 
Stettin, Dortmund, Keukirchen, 
Spandau andilurickan. Few oí the work­ 
ingmen in Leipzig and Halle went on a 
strike, but the majority who did not favor 
making a -demonstration weDt to work as 
on an ordinary day. 
Two hundred and 
sixteen proprietors of small manufactories 
in the city closed their establishments to 
give their employes a holiday. 
DISORD ET. LY BRITISHERS. 
L ondon, May 1st.—Five hundred disor­ 
derly men gathered on the Thames em­ 
bankment this morning, bent on making a 
demonstration. Two thousand five hun­ 
dred police were on hand, however, and 
the mob was cowed. 
Some of the disor­ 
derly element «ay they will hold a torch­ 
light procession to-night, but the police 
will rigidly suppress any procession of that 
kind. There is every indication that the 
proposed demonstration will prove a fiasco. 
IN -PA BIS. 
P abc-s, May 1st.—All was tranquil in the 
provinces to-day. In this city large crowds 
gathered at 'various t oints. but perfect or­ 
der was maintained until 8 o’clock this 
evening, when a body of workmen trying 
to march down R ae de la Cirque toward 
Elysee Palace were stopped by the police. 
The paradero tried to force their way 
through, and -were charged by the squad­ 
ron guard and many men wounded. A 
large number were arrested, but they will 
be released at-midnight. 
They are merely 
charged with disorderly conduct. Fioquet 
received a socialist deputation, headed by 
Gnesde, which presented a memorial in 
favor of eight-hour law. 
■USED THEIB BAYONETS. 
P este, May 1st.—The labor demonstra­ 
tion here was marred by bloodshed. Early 
this morning a large number of workmen 
gathered in front of the rolling mills. At 
first they were orderly, but under the in­ 
citement of agitators they became aroused, 
and bitterly denounced the alleged tvranny 
of employers. 
Finally they lost self-con­ 
trol and-engaged in riotons demonstrations 
which the police were powerless to quell. 
Military assistance was summoned. The 
soldiers appeared with fixed bayonets. The 
mob was ordered to disperse. 
Upon a re­ 
fusal the troops charged. The crowd “broke 
and fed in all directions. Many rioters 
perished by bayonets. 
A manilesto was issued by the working­ 
men to-day that they condemn political 
speculators for trying to control the labor 
movement in their own interest. 
The 
manifesto further says that the men, Bfier 
holding the demonstration to-day would 
resume work and ask that legislation be 
adopted by the Cortes for the regulation of 
labor. 
IN PORTUGAL. 
L isi on May 1st.—The day is being ob­ 
served with extreme quietness by work­ 
men in this city. A group of workmen 
who were taking n holiday proceeded to 
the cemetery in which the remains of the 
Socialist Fontana are interred and placed 
a wreath upon his tomb. 
A manifesto has been issned bv the 
workingmen declaring in favor of eight 
hours as a legal day’s work, and it has "re­ 
ceived a large number of signatures. 
IN SPAIN. 
M abjsid, May,1st.—Tranquillity prevails 
throughout the province. The strike in 
Valencia, however, is spreading. The em­ 
ployes in all trades there are joining the 
movement for eight honrs a day. The 
theaters in Valencia will be closed to night. 
THIRTY THOUSAND IN LINE. 
Brussels, May 1st.—An immense meet­ 
ing of workingmen was held at Charleroi. 
Thirty thousand men marched to the 
place of meeting all singing “Marseilles.” 
They were orderly and there was 
no 
trouble. 
AT CLEVELAND. 
Cleveland, May 1st.—The labor situa­ 
tion was very quiet here to-day with no 
strikers or any great demonstration. The 
reason for this is that the carpenters are 
the only workers who have made specific 
demands, and their demands were granted. 


■HOLIDAY AT LOUISVILLE. 
L o u is v ille . May 1st.—The workshops 
of Louisville were closed to-day to give the 
laboring men a holiday. At least twelve 
thousand were in line in the procession. 
After the parade a monster meeting was 
held in National Park, where Samuel 
Compere, President of the Federation of 
Labor, and other speakers addressed tbe 
wageworkers. 
The carpenters have not 
yet received an answer from the bosses, 
and unless forthcoming to-night they will 
strike to-morrow. 
AT DETROIT. 
D e tro it, 
Hay 1st.—There are 1,300 
union carpenters on a striketo-day. Three 
contractors, employing about 200 men, have 
agreed to eight hours a day and 30 cents an 
hour, but the other contractors are in for 
battle. There has been no disorder, the 
carpenters keeping close to their union 
halls and there receiving reports on the 
situation. Only a few contractors have 
non-union men at work. If the atrike 
continues ten days a large number of other 
tradesmen dependent upon them will be 
laid off, swelling the ranks of the unem­ 
ployed to 3,500. The indications are, how­ 
ever tdat a compromise will be effected be­ 
fore that time. 


IK PENNSYLVANIA. 
P ittsburg, May 1st.—Labor Dav in Pitts­ 
burg was uneventful. Peace and harraony 
prevailed in all branches of business, save 
the cornice and tin works industry. Three 
hundred tinners came out this morning for 
an advance o f 23 cents per day, and seven 
firms have already granted the demande. 
It is thought tbe atrike will be over by 
Saturday. Throughout western Pennsyl­ 
vania, however, a number of strikes are 
reported to-day. At Johnstown, Scotldale, 
Jeannette, Greenahurg and Braddock the 
carpentera and joiners came out for eight 
hours’ work or as increase in wages. Tbe 
demands have not been granted, and build­ 
ing operations have been practically sus­ 
pended in theae towns. 
At McKeesport there was a monster 
demonstration to-night nnder the auspices 
of the Carpenters’ Union, in which several 
thousand 
workman, 
representing 
all 
branches of trade, participated. 
In theSmithtonminingdistrict the atrike 
situation is unchanged; both sides are firm 
and a settlement seems far off. 


in MieeocRi. 
St . Louis, May 1 s t.-The parade today 
was a pronounced succef-, and the crowd 
we.- an orderly and loyal one. Tbe stars 
and stripes was tbe only flag to be s»en, 
and there were many flag-bearere. Few 
bannet* were displayed, and tbe tone of 
the inscriptions were very moderate. The 
labor situation here is problematical. 
While there ia no direct knowledge of pro­ 
posed strikes, it ia not at all improbable 
that there will be trouble in the building 
trades. 


Saa Diego’s Port. 
W ash I jig ton, May let.—General Cad- 
wallader, of Ban Diego, is here, on busi­ 
ness connected with a project for improv­ 
ing the customs service for that port. The 
force nnder the Collector of the Port 
at San Diego is entirely inadequate, be 
says, and n u a ; Chinese can be and are 
smnggled into the country along the 75 
miles of coast line which is under the 
jurisdiction of San Diego port.

IM M IG RA TIO N 
EVILS. 


M ethods P u rsu e d to F leece Im m ig ra n t 
L ab o rers a t C astle G ard en . 
W a s h in g to n , May 1st.—A joint meeting 
of the House and Senate Committees on 
Immigration wat held to-day. Represent­ 
ative Owen, Chairman of the House Com­ 
mittee which investigated the subject at 
New York, made a statement of the inspec­ 
tion of immigration a: Castle Garden. He 
pronounced it a farce, and said that the 
immigrants were fleeced by boarding-house 
harpies. His observation o f immigrant 
officials is that tbe undesirable element Í3 
increasing. The lt-aliaus are com ing in 
herds, without money aud without clothes, 
except what they wear or carry in bags. 
Owen said the Italian bankers in this 
country send agents to Itaiy to solicit na­ 
tives of that country to come to America. 
These agents swindle the Italians, charging 
them as high as $90 for a ticket Irorn 
Naples to New York, the price of which is 
$26. Arriving at New York they go to 
bcarding-houses kept or controlled by these 
Italian bankers, and are thence sent out to 
labor under contracts made by the bankers 
or padrones with employers. If their pay 
is fixed at $1 25 a day the padrone takes 
twenty-five cents; besides he furnishes a 
shanty in whicn the men live while at 
work, and has a man in charge of that. 
The Italians are timid and suspicious, so 
it is impossible for Americans to get at 
them. Within the past eight years they 
have almost entirely supplanted all other 
races in the ranks of unskilled labor in 
New York city. In one square mile in 
New York city there are 270,000 of these 
people, 8,000 more than in any other 
equare mile on the earth’s surface. These 
people speak a foreign language (Italian), 
observe foreign customs, and 
are sur­ 
rounded by a Chinese wail, over which 
they never come and over which no Ameri­ 
cans go. 
This quality of immigration is, on the 
whole, deteriorating. The percentage of 
Germans and Swedes is decreasing, and the 
Italians and Hungarians increasing. 
Lehlbach expressed the opinion that the 
contract labor law in its present lorrn was 
a iarce. 


M EXICA N GRANTS. 


A C o m m ittee from N ew M exico T rying 
to Secure T h e ir S e ttlem en t. 
W ash in g to n , May 1st.—A delegation of 
prominent citizens of New Mexico whoare 
are here to secare legislation especially 
with regard to the adjustment of land 
grants in that Territory, called on the Pres­ 
ident to-day and said that these land claims 
should have been adjusted long ago. It 
was a difficult problem to determine the 
best method. He had the matter under 
consideration, and would do all he could to 
secure a settlement. If necessary, he would 
send a special message to Congress. Secre­ 
tary Blaine, who was called upon, said it 
was almost incredible that these Mexican 
land grants had not been adjusted. The 
Mexican Government recently called at­ 
tention to the failure to fulfill” the treaty 
stipulations, and he laid the papers before 
the President. 


W ASHINGTON NOTES. 


A B ill In tro d u ce d to R ep eal th e In te r­ 
s ta te C om m erce A ct. 
W a sh in g to n , May 1st.—Pursuant to a 
resolution adopted at the Convention of 
State Railway Commissioners last vesr, a 
committee appointed at that meeting has 
issued a call for a National Convention of 
Railway Commissioners to be held in the 
office of the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion at Washington May 28th. 
Representative Biggs of California to-day 
introduced a bill to repeal the Civil Servicie 
Act. 
The House Committee on Foreign Af­ 
fairs to-day acted favorably on the resolu­ 
tion introduced by Representative Biggs 
looking to the cultivation of reciprocal re­ 
lations between the United States and other 
American republics. 


Irrig a b le L ands. 
W ash in g to n , May 1st.—The House Irri­ 
gation Committee to-day heard delegations 
from New Mexico, Idaho, Arizona and 
Wyoming, who urged immediate action 
on the irrigation scheme. While they did 
hot favor any particular bill, they were 
unanimous in askiDg the repeal of the law 
recently construed by the Land Commis­ 
sioner as withdrawing from sale aDd set­ 
tlement all irrigable lands in the United 
States. The sub committee, which is pre­ 
paring a general bill on irrigation of these 
lands, expects to perfect the bill next Sat­ 
urday, and have called a meeting for that 
parpóse. 
P ension E stim ate s. 
W a sh in g to n , May 1st.—In a letter to the 
Speaker of the Housa, the Secretary of the 
Interior estimates that it will require $83,­ 
806 752 annually to give service pension to 
every survivor of the late war not now on 
the rolls, $6,642,812 annually to increase 
the pensions of those now on the rolls to 
$8 per month, and $9,776,768 to the widows 
of deceased soldiers. Total annual ex­ 
penditure, $100,226,337. 
Flood Sufferers. 
W ash in g to n , May 1st.—Secretary Proc­ 
tor has received several dispatches from 
Captain Weston, of New Orleans, about 
the work among the flood sufferers. He 
says that it will require 1,000,000 rations 
for the relief of the people of Mississippi 
and several hundred thousand for the suf­ 
ferers in Louisiana. 
New P o stm a sters. 
W ash in g to n , May 1st.—Dillon D. Dod­ 
son has been nominated for Postmaster at 
Red Bluff, C al; James O. Coleman, at Sac­ 
ramento, Cal.

Washington, May 1st.—Senator Stanford was 
present in his seat. 
A letter was received from the Secretary ot 
the Treasury, transmitting the report of the 
Chinese Inspector at K1 Paso. Texas, relative to 
Chinese coming across the Mexican border in 
violation of the Exclusion Act.

»rted American cattle a. the port of entry, 
he secoDd was a bill authorizing a national in­ 
spection law. The third was a bill to prevent 
monopolies in the storage capacity of steato- 
shirs which carry American cattle abroad. 
The fonrth was a bill to prevent discrimination 
by railroads running east from Chicago relative 
to mileage given to owners of private cars as 
compared with tegular railroad cars. 
The Committee on Commerce reported ad­ 
versely the bill in'roduced bv Allen relative to 
the pay of Inspectors of Hulls and Boilers on 
Puget round. 
This is done because tbe Senate 
had passed this session a general bill Incorpor­ 
ating these features. 
Mitchell called up tbe House bill to increase 
the pension of Samuel Adams of California 
from SB to WO per month. Mitchel! stated that 
he had been advised that Adams was in the 
hospital and liable to die any day.

McMillan of Tennessc favored the considera­ 
tion only ol the anti trust bill. 
After some discussion the House adopted the 
resolution as reported from the Rules Committee 
and then proceeded to the consideration of the 
anti-trust bill. 
The House Committee en Rules reported fa­ 
vorably tbe bill constituting eight hours a day’s 
w ord for Government lalnrers.
